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Label of the Month: A real doozie tnis 
time, as we present one that we haven't 
been able to track down to any other labels 
to date! If tie-ins don't turn up eventually, 
we may have found one little label that 
recorded its own material and issued it ex- 
clusively on its own label! This is a black 
label with all printing on it in gold. Our 
specimen, from the collection of Perry 
Armagnac, is Yerkes Dance Records 3101. 
Side shown, the "A" side, is An Orange 
Grove in California (662-2) as by Yerkes 
Famous Flotilla Orchestra. The reverse is 
That Bran' New Gal O' Mine (653-1) 
with same band credit. Harry A. Yerkes 
was a well known band leader and booker 
of orchestras and he registered the couple 
dancing (as on the label in our cut) with 
the U. S. Patent Office as his trade-mark 
for phonograph records. The application 
was filed December 21, 1923 and he claimed 
use since about May 1921. Whether Mr. 
Yerkes had his own recording studios in 
the Metropolitan Opera House, New York, 
N. Y. as claimed on the .Label is not known. 
He was a vice-president of Columbia 
Records in 1925, but that is not pertinent 
to the Yerkes label. The tune That Bran 9 
New Gal O' Mine is copyright, 1923, and 
so the Yerkes record illustrated cannot be 
earlier than that year. Perry's example of 
this label is the only one we know of to 
this moment and we would like to hear 
from any readers with data for any other 
specimens. Any possible tie-ins to these 
masters are most desired. We have com- 
pared aurally all possible versions of these 
titles on other labels with negative results.

All this business about eylindrography>(iill pound it into 
your heads or oustj)is a natural lead-In to what I wish to 
bring up nextt the recommended addition of seven Edison cyl- 
inders to the Dixon-Godrich blue sand gospel disco graphy-— 
which may have to be referred to henceforth as a "W.scography- 

Cylindrography H (saint8 preserve usj) I allude to the records 
released in March 1910 by Polk Miller and his Old South Quar- 
tette. There were four Amberols( later reissued on Blue Amber- 
ols)and three two-minute cylinders. Let's start the list with 
the two-minute cylinders t

Polk M.ller(1844-1913)was born and lived in Virginia. Raised 
ob a plantation, he learned to play the guitar and banjo 
from the black slaTes, and also picked up much of their music. 
Some years after the Civil War, he organized the quartet, draw- 
ing its personnel from the tobacco factories of Richmond, and 
they entertained extensively, often at gatherings of Civil 
War veterans. Incidentally, according to Jim Walsh, to whom I 
am indebted for much of this information, Miller was the only 
old time recording artist who had actually fought in the Civil 
War. Apart from his musical. activities, Miller was a druggist 
who devised a number of medicinal formulas for use by veterin- 
arians, some of which may still be in use today; several of 
them were In I960. 

Only one of the members of the quartet is known by name: James 
L. Stamper, who composed "Watermelon Party". The group's vers- 
ion of "The Bonnie Blue Flag" may be the only complete record- 
ing of it ever made, so is well worth seeking out. It is known 
definitely that Miller was the ban joist on "Flag", and in all 
probability he played the guitar accompaniments on the other 
titles. As of this writingm I have heard only one of the seven 
records: "What a Time". It took me about three playings to de- 
cide I liked it, but now I'm hooked. I may add that when I 
demonstrated my "Electro grapho phone Junior" before a gather- 
ing of Record Research Associates several months ago, that was 
one of the cylinders I bought with me to play; between that . 
and Albert Benzler's version of "Black and White Rag" on U.S. 

Everlasting 2M-380, I managedto blow several minds Revert- 
ing to the Old South Quartette, I should add that in the opin- 
ion, of Bill Bryant of .Ibrtland, Maine (who has one of the discs), 
the series of QRS records credited to the "Old South Quartette" 
is almost certainly the same group; presumably they kept togeth- 
er after Miller's death in 1913. Certain it is that two' of the 
numbers are the same: "Watermelon Barty h and "Oysters and Wine 
at Two A.M.", the latter being a retitling of "Laughing Song". 
If you're lucky enough to see any of those cylinders, I suggest 
you grab them. Reissue producers, please copy.

A recent LP has come to my attention which seems to merit 
few words of commentary here: Eastside EIP-1 - "Over There" 
a compilation of 12 songs from Worl War 1(19H-1919).

All titles are from Victor records, and the producers have 
attempted to present a broad sampling of the songs of the 
period. Since they confined themselves to the one label in 
selecting titles, they weren't able to^get quite the variety 
that might otherwise have been available. It is much to be 
regretted that the use of a large number of vocal quartet 
recordings must create a certain sameness of .sound, especially 
on side A. Had I been producing it, I'd have put In at least 
one of "Sailor" Reilly's numbers and, for a spoken word con- 
tribution, the two recitations by James J. Heron: "The Sing- 
ing Soldiers/A Mother's Answer to a Pacifist". I don't re- 
member whether Victor issued a version of "I Didn't Raise }ty 
Boy to Be a Soldier", but if they did, it should have been 
included as a reflection of the anti-war sentiment that pre- 
vailed in the country in the earlier years of the war. The 
reversion could have been shown by the inclusion of "America, 
Here's Hy Boy". If you want a convenient sampling of World 
War 1 songs, and can't find the originals very easily, this 
LP is worth jjrour while, f ffi yo u can't find it in any stores, 
write to the producers: Eastside' Records, P.O. Box 4022, Grand 
Central Station, New York, N.Y. - IOI63.

by Jean Goldkette, HOT Eugene drmandy. and Kal Kemp was not 
a member of the chorus behind him.... JSL admits there's a 
possible argument against Goldkette's having participated in 
the session: the Goldkette band had a session in Chicago* the 
same day. Still, it's equally true that Goldkette didn't direct 
all of his records, sooo.... JSL says he's willing to back 
Smith Ballew 's statement, as his memory Is phenomenally eood — 
and accurate. As for .myself — I'm neutral.

fHE CENTENARIANS 

Messrs. Bart ok, Stravinsky, Petri, Grainger and Ehesco 

The years Iflfll and 1^8? produced so many important 
musical figures and events that one hnrdl.y knows where to 
begin. In the Boston Symphony Orchestra played its 

first concert under Sir George Henschel (who left us 
electrical recordings, by the way), and 18^2 was the year 
that the Berlin Philharmonic was founded. As for com- 
posers, a hundred years after their births we can easily 
perceive that Bela Bartcfk ( 1881-19^5) and Igor Stravinsky 
(1^82-1971) are the dominant composers of the first half 
of our century, and perhaps 3art6k f s friend and country- 
man, Zoltan Kodaly (I882-I967), comes close to being al- 
most as important, if not so influential as they. At any 
rafre, both Bartdk and Stravinsky made a considerable num- 
ber of recordings, Bartrfk as a pianist, Stravinsky as both 
pianist and conductor of his own works. 

Bart<5k was a fine pianist. His son Peter Bartok, a 
highly regarded audio engineer, recorded a joint recital 
played by the composer and Joseph Szigeti, and that alone 
is enough to confirm Bela Bartok' s position as a pianist. 
Their Beethoven Kreutzor Sonata is memorable, and the per- 
formance of the Debussy Sonata has almost persuaded me 
that I was wrong in dismissing the violin sonata as one of 
Debussy's disappointing works. 

Stravinsky also made a few piano discs, but he was 
hardly in Bartd'k' s class as a pianist. He made a largo 
number of recordings conducting his own compositions, and 
recently CBS reissued a huge 31-LP set of them. In general - 
Stravinsky's later recordings as a conductor are better 
than the earlier. He was not a very experienced conductor 
when he made is first recordings w3 th the Berlin Philhar- 
monic for Telefunken. 

Three other noted musicians whose centenary dotes foil 
into 1981-82 should not be forgotten either. Egon Petri 
(I88I-I962) was an enormously talented pionist who did not, 
apparently, make disc recordings until 1929, but who stayed 
around long enough to record a sesquicentennial (1959) Liszt 
recital in genuine stereo for V/es tminster . Petri, the son of 
one of Joachim's most important violin pupils, Henri Petri, 
was a disciple of Ferruccio Busoni, and had begun his mus- 
ical career as a violinist until Busoni persuaded his par- 
ents to allow young Egon to switch to the piano. Petri 
recorded many of Busoni's compositions including the Fan- 
tasia Contrappuntist ica (V/es tminster ) as well as Busoni's 
famous transcription for piano of the Bach "Chaconne" (Col- 
umbia). Petri was at his best playing outsized compositions. 
He recorded the Beethoven -"Hammerklavier" sonsta twice. 

Excerpts from some of Petri's last rocitals appeared 
on a short-lived Veritas disk, which is perhaps his rarest 
record. On it he plays three of his specialties, the 
Liszt "Venice and Naples" from Years .of the P J lr.rimar.e . 
Book II, and Busoni's "All' Italia" and "Perpetuum Mobile"; 
but the surprise Is a live performance of Schumann's 
"Fantaisiestttcke." Petri had never made a conmercial re- 
cording of any of Schumann's works. His attitude toward 
the "Fantaisiestticke" shows when a ripple of applause fol- 
lows the elose of the first part. Obviously regarding the 
Fantasy as a single work made up of integral parts, Petri 
ignores the applause and immediately launches into "Soar- 
ing," the second part. Many pianists seem to wish to de- 
tach spare parts of Schumann's piano works. Petri wasn't 
having any of that. 

My own favorite Petri recording is the "Ricordanza" 
from Liszt's Transcendental Etudes . In it Petri plays 
with sentiment but never with sentimentality. He walked 
an aesthetic tightrope in doing so but never allows the 
work to get out of hand. Not only is it by far the best 
recording of the "Ricordanza" I have ever heard, I am al- 
most willing to concede it the best recording ever made of 
a Liszt piano composition, at least among those I am fami- 
liar with. That EMI has allowed Petri's "Ricordanza" to go 
out of print is most distressing. Overall, Petri's record- 
ings of the works of Liszt are unsurpassed. Only those re- 
cordings made late In life (when he was past 70) reveal 
some lessening in technique. 

Petri was an inspiring teacher in his later years. 
His many pupils all confess admiration for the man whose 
lessons sometimes lasted for hours. The British pianist, 
John Ogdon, one of Petri's pupils, recorded Busoni's very 
long piano concerto. At present out of print here, the 
Busoni concerto was recently reissued in England and may 
someday turn up on Seraphim. 



Petri loved to make puns and sometimes referred to his 
own performances as "petrifying" (if not "egonizing" ) . He 
had little sympathy for performers with stage fright, which 
he regarded as symptomatic of egocentr icity . To performers 
he would say, Don't think of yourself. Think of the great 
works you are dealing with." 

Although Petri refused to make disc recordings until 
after electrical recordings convinced him that the medium 
would not distort his art, as a very young man he had made 
a few Welte piano rolls. Many years later, while in Switzer 
land, he heard rolls made by Alfred Reisenhauer, a famous 
Lizst pupil who died young, Busoni, and himself. Petri of 
course had heard both Busoni and Reisenhauer play. He re- 
pudiated the rolls: "They and I never played so badly." he 

said. To be fair, unless the mechanical "Vor3etzer" that 
actually plays the Welte rolls is in perfect operating con- 
dition, the rolls sound quite awful, and even if the device 
is in tip-top shape the Welte seems incapable of producing 
subtle differences in dynamics and shading. One does hot 
know what condition the Swiss Vorsetzer was in when Petri 
heard it. 

Petri apparently liked to make up huge concerts. Some 
of his recitals are twice as long as the average piano re- 
cital. Twice in his career Petri performed all 32 of Beet- 
hoven's sonatas in a series of recitals. Of course other 
pianists have also done the Beethoven cycle, notably Artur 
Schnabel and Claudio Arrau. Schnabel's pupil, Stefan Bardas 
has probably performed the entire cycle more times than any 
pianist in history, but Petri's two cycles were noteworthy 
in anothor way. He. ployed the cycle the first time in Mon- 
chester in 1910 and then waited [4.9 years to do it again, 
this time in Los Angeles. 
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Although Egon Petri was a pianist in the grand tra- 
dition, Percy Grainger (I882-I90I), seemed to prefer 
smaller scaled works, many composed by himself. No one 
has ever accused Grainger of being a great composer, but 
his delightful light works, many of them adaptations of 
English and Scots-Irish folk songs, hovo olwoyn boon popu- 
lar, and in recent years they hove been performed and re- 
corded more and more frequently. 

As a young man Percy Grainger came under the aegis of 
Edvard Grieg, who pronounced Grainger's performance of the 
Grieg Concerto as the finest he had ever heard. Grieg said 
very nearly the same thing about Artur de Groef 's rendition 
of the concerto, for that matter. Grainger spent several 
months studying with Grieg and perfecting his performance 
of the ooncerto and other Grieg works. As early as I908 
Grainger recorded the first movement cadenza for G&T, and his 
last recording of the work is a rarity. In the late-1950s 
Grainger made a live recording of the concerto that was 
scheduled to be released on Vanguard, but after a few copies 
were sold the recording was quickly withdrawn (apparently 
Grainger repudiated it) making the Vanguard version one of 
the rarest LPs in existence. 

The International Piano Archives issued two live per- 
formances of Grainger playing the Grieg concerto on the same 
LP, one a 19^5 performance with the Hollywood Bowl Symphony 
conducted by Leopold Stokowski (another I982 centenarian), 
the other with (no kiddingl ) the Southeast Iowa Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Rio-hard A. Morse and recorded in 1956. 

The LP also includes the I908 Gramophone recording of the 
cadenza from the first movement as well as private re- 
cording Grainger made of three of Grieg's "Norwegian Folk- 
songs. The last was played on an upright piano that was 
badly out of tune and is eminently forgettable. 

Of the two IPA performances of the concerto, the 
earlier one with Stokowski is by far the better. Obvi- 
ously, the Southeast Iowa forces were scarcely in the same 
ballpark with the Hollywood Bowl Symphony, and Stokowski 
was Stokowski. But in addition Grainger's piano technique 
had badly deteriorated In the Intervening years between the 
two performances. Incidentally, Grainger's last commercial 
recording, again with Stokowski, in which he performed some 
of his own compositions, was recently reissued by RCA. 

Percy Grainger's recording o r the Chopin Op. 58 sonata 
was the first complete recording of the work. Olga Samar- 
off, yet one more 1982 centenarian, made an acoustic record- 
ing of a single movement from the sonata. I believe 
Grainger's Chopin Op. 35 sonata for Columbia was recorded 
before Rachmaninoff's Victor as well. Those two sets of 
the Chopin sonatas are two of his best recorded performances 
but collectors sometimes overlook them. 

Grainger hailed from Australia originally but became 
an American citizen. He served in the U. S. Army band dur- 
ing the First World War, not as a pianist, of course; he 
was also a good tenor sax man and played that instrument In 
the band. Although Grainger is known to have played the 
tenor sax on occasion as late as the 1930s he does not seem 
to have made any recordings playing it. I do, however, have 
a record of his in which ho plays the harmonium.

The lable is 
called Texas Rose, and I'd like to tell you briefly about the first 
If releases . TXR-270 1 features Bill Boyd & His Cowboy Ifemblers, 1934-37; 
& spotlights W. Lee 0' Daniel & His Hillbilly Boys, 1935-38; 
brings back the talents of The Tune Wranglers from their 
1936-3B period; and finally, TXR-270Z* showcases the famous Light Crust 
Doughboys from 1936-39. Great LP jackets, pictures and notes, and just 
a supet- job by Alan, 

' Frank Donovan of West Coast Audio Visual Corp. (Box 

126, Reseda, Ca 91335) recently sent me his two latest releases on 
Golden Era, and you must hear these! LP-1 5045 features one of the 
finest of the post-war big bands, and long a favorite of mine. This 
is the swinging band of Ralph Flanagan, LP-1 5001 is a classic, and 
despite the jacket warning that the original acetates were damaged 
and so this reproduction is not quite up. to GE's usual standards, 
you've just got to have it. This one features an 8/22/35 broadcast 
from the Palomar Ballroom in L.A., with Heleb Ward and Joe Harris 
featured vocally. This was the period when Bunny Berigan was in the 
band 

Now we move on to RCA and their Bluebird reissues: 

AXM2-5585 is "The Complete Charlie Barnet, Vol. IV/19*fO". I never 
tire of hearing this band, and this 2-LP set is generously sprinkled 
with the fine CB instrumental, and vocals by Mary Ann McCall and 

Larry Taylor. Moving on the AXM2-5586 we find "The Complete Tommy 
Dorsey, Vol. VIII/1 938-39" . Of course this was the period that 
featured Jack Leonard and Edythe Wright. (Tenor sax man Skeets Herfurt 
handles one of the vocal assignments;. - - - By the way the Sinatra/ 
Dorsey period will be covered on the regular RCA serious and NOT 
Bluebird for some reason. On their June release sheet to me I can 
give you this information regarding these releases: CPL2-4334 will 
be Vol. I (2/ 1/40-7/ 17 AO); CPL2-4555 will be Vol. 2 (7/1 7M0-5/28A1 ) ; 
and CPL2-4356 will be Vol. 3 (6/27 A 1-7/2/42). 

There are two non-reissue items from RCA worthy of 
mention before I move on; Arstly. AFL1-4327 called "Turned-On Broadway" 
featuring the arranging and conducting of the great Luther Henderson. 
These are long medley's of rhort versions of famous Broadway tunes 
that is one giant sequi, and it moves, as does AFL1 -4194 called "Hooked 
on Sv;ing" featuring Larry Elgart & His Manhattan Swing Orch. 

From Kiner Enterprises (P.O. Box 724, Redmond, Wa 
98052) 5 new reissues, leading off with Aircheck 29* Duke Ellington 
"On the Sir" vol. 2 from 1945; Aircheck ^1 features "Wild Bill" 
Davison just blowin 1 super on these 1944 and 1952 airchecks. Then on 
Totem. 1037 we find Billie Holiday "On the Air, and these are a 1944 
and a 1958 broadcast of "Laiy Day". Totem 1040 is one of those 
classic Al Jolson "On the Air" sets from thr Kraft Music Hall shows 
of 1948, with guests Oscar Levant, Dorothy Kirsten and Judy Garland. 
Finally, on Crosbyana Collectors Library, " Going Bollywood". Vol. 17 
we find some rare Binfe items from 1929-1964, all excerpts from his 
movies, with some titles that were never in the ^Ims having b**n 

deleted for ftoae reason berore the r*la£e or the various pictures. This 
is a classic, and one Crosby collectors should have.
